PUBLIC TO HAVE SAY IN SHAPING MEDICAL SERVICES 


It's panto 
time in 
Lyme 


THE people of Lyme 
Regis will have the 
unique opportunity to 
help shape the town’s 
future medical serv¬ 
ices for the next 20 
years. 

This is the view of Mar¬ 
cus Dixon, chief executive 
of the Lyme Regis Devel¬ 
opment Trust. 

In a hard-hitting assess¬ 
ment of the current med¬ 
ical facilities in the town,

Mr Dixon believes resi¬ 
dents of Lyme will be able 
to play a crucial role in 
“safeguarding quality, 
making sure they always 
hold the trump cards to en¬ 
sure Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre is a shining exam¬ 
ple of people being placed 
before profit”. 

Mr Dixon draws atten¬ 
tion to the current situation 


at the medical centre 
whereby the Dorset NHS 
appointed local GP Dr 
Forbes Watson, who runs 
the Lyme Bay Medical 
Practice, to hold the fort at 
the medical centre follow¬ 
ing the departure of Dr Ian 
Conway and pending the 
award of a new 20-year 
contract worth £4.5 mil¬ 
lion a year. 


Mr Dixon has laid out 
his views on the future of 
town’s medical services 
after NHS Dorset met with 
local organisations to dis¬ 
cuss their proposals. 

In an interview with the 
View from Lyme Regis, Mr 
Dixon said: “Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre is a won¬ 
derful and unique asset to 
the town and surrounding 
areas, offering as it does a 
medical practice, a good 
range of community serv¬ 
ices and a chemist that 
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gives prescriptions. 

“But in April this year 
things are set to change in 
the way health care serv¬ 
ices are delivered in Lyme 
Regis as the medical and 
community services are 
put out to tender. Little has 
been said publicly about 
what is afoot for our local 
healthcare and we seem to 
be sleepwalking into an 
uncertain future. 

“In 1991 it was an¬ 
nounced that the new pro¬ 
posed medical centre 
would offer not only sur¬ 
gery facilities for four gen¬ 
eral practitioners and their 
nursing staff but also the 
full range of community 
services including physio¬ 
therapy, casualty, x-ray, 
district nurses, health visi¬ 
tors, chiropody, consultant 
outpatient clinics, speech 
therapy as well as the serv¬ 
ices of a dietician and au¬ 
diologist. In effect a 
hospital without beds led 
by practitioners contracted 
by the regional statutory

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JONNY Hoskins is an entertainer who specialises 
in clowning, stilts, and living statue perform¬ 
ances. 

He trained at Manchester University and Ecole 
Jaques Lecoq in Paris before working at the Na¬ 
tional Theatre. 

Jonny has played London's West End, toured the 
UK and Europe, and appeared in feature films and 
on TV. He currently teaches as part of Bridport Art 
Centre's Junior BACstage and has lived in Bridport 
for three years. 


■ DO you have a particular style of acting? 

I’ve done a lot of stylised and physical pieces, and a lot 
of comedy, but I have also done straight stuff. Nearly all 
of my work has been on stage, but my ugly mug has also 
graced the big screen at Cannes and in your living room. 
My particular niche is physical, and when I teach I en¬ 
courage people to find a power of expression and stage 
presence through opening and engaging their body, with 
a commitment to a precise thought and emotion. I also 
really like clowning. 

■ WHAT is physical theatre? 

That’s a great question. It’s been said that until actors can 
enter the stage without their bodies, theatre will always 
be physical. Having said that there are approaches to the¬ 
atre which use a less cerebral approach, are less intellec¬ 
tual and more physically dynamic. I watched a Romanian 
Richard III once. It was great. And although I couldn’t 
understand a word, I knew exactly what was going on be¬ 
cause of the acting. I’d say those actors were very phys¬ 
ical, and their voices were spectacular. Any voice teacher 
will tell you that the voice is all about the body. Eastern 
European and Russian actors are traditionally more phys¬ 
ical than British actors. In Grotowski’s school in Poland, 
the training included hanging upside down for ages and 
other extreme techniques for accessing a powerful ex¬ 
pression of emotion and psychology, including sleep dep¬ 
rivation. Through history there have been some very 
physical styles, for example the medieval Italian Corn- 
media dell’Arte. A family would pull up on a cart in the 
market place wearing half-masks and entertain the crowd 
with music, acrobatics and bawdy stories. Really, physi¬ 
cal theatre is a catch-all phrase which covers almost any¬ 
thing except the traditional stand-and-deliver style of 
stage acting which prevailed in 19th century Britain and 
America. 

■ WHAT made you get into physical theatre? 

When I was at university I wanted to be an actor so I ap¬ 
plied to Drama School. I got a place in London, but it was 
really expensive and someone suggested Lecoq in Paris, 
which is part-time, so you can work to earn money while 



you are studying. Maybe it was my destiny, but I really 
liked movement and physical theatre, so going there 
suited me very well. Jaques Lecoq’s international school 
researched the world of movement and how it could be 
applied to theatrical language. It was not all straight 
mime. We had to be trees and pasta and toothpaste and 
stuff like that. 

■ WAS Jacques Lecoq himself inspirational? 

Yes, he was amazing to watch in his seventies, and if you 
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can find any footage of him it is well worth it. His training 
also included mask, clown and some acrobatics. 

■ DO you ever get stage fright? 

Almost always. If you are not nervous beforehand, your 
performance becomes less alive. As long as you don't let 
it grip you, it's great. It gives you a buzz. 

■ WHAT are good qualities to have in a performer? 

I was telling the youngsters at Junior BACstage the other 
night that if they wanted to become successful actors, rich 
and famous, and enjoying a glamorous lifestyle, the first 
skill they need is to shut up and listen. What a good 
teacher I must be. 

■ THE clown you play, what is he like? 

He is fun, naive, optimistic, playful, forgiving, curious, 
inventive, loving, and very prone to getting in a mess. 

■ HAVE you ever slipped on a banana peel for real? 

Yes! But the worst time was in the streets of Paris carry¬ 
ing a box of groceries and I slipped on something a care¬ 
less dog-owner had left behind. The groceries and I went 
up in the air and came down all over the place. 

■ HAVE you ever forgotten your lines while acting? 

Yes, it is horrible. Unless you are a clown, in which case 
it is a wonderful discovery. 

■ WHO are your favourite performers past or pres¬ 
ent? 

Buster Keaton, Catherine Tate, and the Sloth in Ice Age.

health body. This foresighted vision offered the most cost 
effective use of taxpayers’money by delivering high qual¬ 
ity, complimentary, streamlined services to the commu¬ 
nity way ahead of its time.” 

Mr Dixon said that today the medical practice at the 
Lyme centre had around 5,000 people registered of whom 
25 per cent were from East Devon and the community 
services had approximately 9,000 clients and employs 
about 80 people. 

He continued: “This centre is in many ways the model 
for the changes planned in the Heath and Social Care Bill 
and its highly unusual for a valuable medical practice like 
Lyme’s to be but up for tender and this wasn’t meant to 
happen. 

“However, when the last contracted general practitioner 
Dr Conway departed, the Primary Care Trust had little 
option but to appoint Dr Forbes Watson to hold the fort 
while they invite healthcare companies, general practi¬ 
tioner provider groups and local doctor partnerships to 
pitch for the contract which is worth around £4.5 million 
per year. 

Unpleasant struggle 

“Whilst the services offered at Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre are generally very good, its history since it was 
opened in 1994 has been far from illustrious. It’s a tale 
of our time where medical practitioners were expected to 
be both caring doctors and business people and good 
healthcare weighed against making money. The story of 
the unpleasant struggle for control of the medical centre 
over the last 15 years has been shocking and it’s clear that 
it should never be allowed to happen again.” 

Mr Dixon said the Primary Care Trust will later this 
spring put out the contract for the operation of the town’s 
medical centre for the next 20 years. The contract will be 
advertised nationally, expressions of interest will be 
sought and an appointment made possibly by November. 
It is likely that three broad types of organisation will bid 
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for the contract - national healthcare companies (like 
Virgin Healthcare, Tesco), remote GP providers (doctors 
from other places who have formed themselves into busi¬ 
nesses and are snapping up other practices and running 
them from afar) and local doctors working in partnership. 

“What’s clear is that the interest of patients and local 
people must be at the top of the agenda for who ever is 
appointed to take over the centre’s running,” said Mr 
Dixon. 

“The Primary Care Trust don’t want to repeat the mis¬ 
takes of the past and are looking for the priorities of local 
people to be part of the tender document and hopefully 
built into the contract to who ever is to provide medical 
and community services. 

“The way health and medical services are delivered in 
England are changing dramatically and the people of 
Lyme Regis now have a one off opportunity to make sure 
they can shape the services to be delivered. Safeguarding 
quality, making sure they always hold the trump cards to 
ensure Lyme Regis Medical Centre is a shining example 
of people being placed before profit.” 

Key issues 

Mr Dixon has put forward 11 key issues for the people 
of Lyme Regis to consider. These are: 

♦ There should be complete transparency in terms of fee 
income for all those involved in medical work in Lyme 
Regis, after all they are paid from the public purse. 

♦ There should be a panel of ten people on a Medical 
Steering Committee to represent the schools, the young, 
middle aged, elderly. There should be at least one retired 
nurse and doctor on this committee. This committee will 
choose potential new doctors, nurses, etc. who work in 
the town and surrounding area. 

♦ All complaints about medical services should be dealt 
with locally unless resolution cannot be achieved. 

♦ The medical centre should be open seven days a week, 
with evening and weekend surgeries for working people. 

♦ The local population should have access to care out¬ 
side the confines of Devon and Dorset, i.e. London. 

♦ There should be an 0129744 number available 24 
hours a day to answer emergency calls for social medical 
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and emotional problems. 

♦ There must be a process of health education and coun¬ 
selling in both schools and the medical centre. 

♦ There MUST be an NHS dentist on the site of the Cen¬ 
tre who CANNOT do private work. 

♦ The X-ray room at the medical centre, with its led lined 
walls, should be utilised for its intended purpose. 

♦ A system of prescription delivery and transport to and 
from the medical centre for the elderly. 

♦ There must be an on-going fund raising campaign with 
the excellent League of Friends to help provide new fa¬ 
cilities 

■ THE Primary Care Trust want to hear you views 
on the future of the Lyme Regis Medical Centre which 
is why they will be attending the Lyme Forward open 
meeting on Thursday, March 8th at the Baptist 
Church Hall at 4.30 pm. 

Local people are being invited to have their say 
about how they want the medical centre to run in the 
future and learn about what is planned.

A ROYAL Navy Bomb Disposal team was called to 
Lyme Regis on Tuesday (February 14th) after a re¬ 
ported land mine was dredged up in the har¬ 
bour. 

The suspected land mine was found at about 
4.30pm on Tuesday. It was circular, about eight 
inches in diameter and very rusty. 

Police and coastguards worked together to cor¬ 
don off a 200 metre evacuation zone, clearing 
out several Cobb and Marine Parade businesses. 

After the bomb disposal team arrived from Ply¬ 
mouth, it was discovered that the mine was in 
fact a fishing weight and was completely safe. 

PC Richard Winward said: "This incident obvi¬ 
ously caused inconvenience to locals and cus¬ 
tomers in the local pubs, but the precaution of 
evacuation had to take place."

Fire service's council tax 
freeze could affect services 


THE county’s fire service has frozen its share of the 
council tax. 

Dorset Fire Authority (DFA) made the gesture after ac¬ 
cepting a one-off government grant of around £535,000. 

But fire chiefs have warned the grant means frontline 
services could be hit within the next four years. 

The rise would have added an extra four pence per week 
to the tax bill of an average band D household. 

Rebecca Knox, chairman of Dorset Fire Authority said 
the grant did not provide consistency in the authories’ 
planning. 

She said: “Raising the council tax by less than 4p per 
week would have meant that we had consistency in plan¬ 
ning the way forward in years 2013/14 and 2015/16. The 
one-off grant does not provide that. 

“We want to make sure that the residents of Dorset and 
our firefighters are protected as much as possible and we 
now have an awful lot to consider in terms of a recovery 
plan for the years ahead.” 

Dorset’s fire service council tax precept for 2011/12 
was £60.39 per household - almost £7 below the coun¬ 
try’s average - last year for a band D property. 

DFA currently has 40 frontline fire engines crewed by 
on-call firefighters who are only paid when they respond 
to an incident, said Chief Fire Officer, Darran Gunter. 

The services dedication has kept it one of the highest 
performing, lowest spending and poorest funded fire and 
rescue services in the country, he added. 

Mr Gunter said: “The Authority has made its decision 
to accept the freeze grant which means that although we 
are able to continue with the service we provide for now, 
we will have some very difficult decisions to make in the 
future. 

“This decision comes with the surety that we will now 
have to look at all areas of the service, including frontline 
services for years 2013/14 and on if we do not revisit the 
council tax funding in the future.” 

He added: “The options for achieving further significant 
savings without impacting on frontline services - which 
is something that we are desperate to protect - are now

very limited despite the one-off freeze grant inject.” 

The service, which responds to around to 8,000 inci¬ 
dents per year, has made more than £lmilllion savings by 
reducing its workforce and senior management, said Mr 
Gunter. 

He added: “There are very few options to change the 
way these stations are crewed without having significant 
impact on public safety, including slower response times 
and the potential loss of specialist rescue services.”

As well as 
definitions and pronunciation guides for tricky words, 
the dictionaries have over a thousand well thought out 
and informative colour illustrations and example sen¬ 
tences, as well as a short history of the English lan¬ 
guage, and we believe they represent a powerful tool 
in helping the children in our community with their lit¬ 
eracy".

A LYME Regis resident has questioned how appropri¬ 
ate the United Beach Missions activities are for the 
town’s beach. 

The Christian group United Beach Missions (UBM) 
have organised children’s games and taught Bible sto¬ 
ries on Lyme Regis beach during summer holidays for 
the past 40 years. Their activities first came into ques¬ 
tion last year, when Councillor Mark Gage said they 
were not being open about their religious values and 
reported that some parents had complained that UBM 
had told children to be wary of non-believing adults 
as they “could be paedophiles”. UBM later described 
this statement as “nonsense”. 

However, questions about the group were raised 
again at the recent full meeting of Lyme Regis Town 
Council. Local resident John Bartholomew said he 
was not looking for a debate on the rights and wrongs 
of religion but asked how appropriate UBM was for 
the beach. 

He said: “Lyme Regis Town Council is in the posi¬ 
tion, and has been for 40 years, of licensing one group, 
and one group only, to sell a partisan view of the world 
on the beach and seafront. This begs certain logistical 
questions.” 

He asked councillors if they were happy to license 
any legally constituted group which sells a view of the 
world, either political, religious or philosophical and, 
if so, how many groups they should license. 

Mr Bartholomew also asked if councillors were not 
willing to license other groups and why, and why they 
judged UBM to be “unique and special”. 

He continued: “Are you prepared to acknowledge the 
right of individuals to challenge what is being said to 
children on the beach? Have you considered the im¬ 
plications of managing such debate?” 

Mr Bartholomew said he believed those working 
with UBM were “decent people, working from gen¬ 
uine personal conviction”, but added: “One person’s

conviction is another’s worst nightmare.” 

He pointed out that the group’s engagement was pri¬ 
marily with children of a vulnerable age and “any 
school in this country would be alert to the dangers of 
allowing partisan access to children”. He said that by 
licensing this activity the town council was “effec¬ 
tively putting children in a quasi-educational situation 
without any of the safeguards which would apply in 
formal education”. 

Mr Bartholomew asked: “Do we want the beach to 
be a forum for political and religious debate? While 
acknowledging the rights of people to believe what¬ 
ever they want and to seek to persuade others to their 
point of view, might you not acknowledge a prior right 
for the rest of us to be able to enjoy a designated 
leisure facility in peace and freedom from such activ¬ 
ity?” 

Concluding his stamement, Mr Bartholomew added: 
“I recognise that it is difficult to end a relationship that 
has lasted for 40 years, but times change and the world 
moves on. Might not such groups be able to carry on 
their activities perfectly well in the spaces specifically 
designed for them - churches?” 

Councillors noted Mr Bartholomew’s statement 
without comment.

Divorce and Inheritance 

How to take account of an inheritance received by one spouse 
during a marriage (whether before or after separation) is often an 
issue which is very emotionally charged for those involved and one 
which the Courts regularly have to consider. 

Understandably the spouse who has received the inheritance believes they should be 
entitled to retain it to the exclusion of the other, who is normally seeking to either receive 
a direct share of the inherited wealth or a larger proportion of the other available assets, 
so as to take account of the inheritance. 

The opposing arguments in relation to inherited wealth have come before the Courts on 
several occasions over recent years and from such cases the following guidance can be 
distilled: 

• Inherited wealth forms part of the property and financial resources which one 
spouse has and therefore must be taken into account when considering what 
assets are available for distribution; the inheritance cannot simply be ignored; 

• The fact that wealth is inherited and not earned justifies it being treated 
differently from wealth which has accrued during the marriage as a result 
of the parties joint efforts. Therefore the source of the wealth is a relevant 
consideration when determining how assets are to be divided; 

• The nature of the inheritance has to be considered - for example property 
passed down through the family for generations (such as with a family farm) 
may deserve different treatment to property inherited from one spouses 
parents who acquired it during their lifetime; and 


• The duration of the marriage and the duration of the time the inherited wealth 
has been enjoyed by both parties to the marriage is relevant - wealth inherited 
at the beginning of a long marriage which has been used jointly (such as in the 
purchase of the former matrimonial home) may be viewed very differently 
from an inheritance received after the parties separation and which has always 
been keptseparate and apart from the parties other assets. 

However, regard always has to be had to all the circumstances of a particular case and 
consequently the approach to inherited assets will not always be the same. The aim is 
ultimately to achieve a result which is fair for all parties. To achieve a fair result requires 
three key principles to be considered a) the parties needs b) compensation, if assets exceed 
needs and c) the concept of equal sharing of assets unless there is a good reason to 
the contrary. Needs, however, will certainly for most cases “trump” the principles of 
compensation and sharing. 

Thus, inherited wealth is often a reason for the assets of a marriage not being divided 
equally between spouses, although it may not be retained in its entirety by the spouse who 
inherited it if the parties’ needs are such that recourse has to be had to the inherited wealth.

The world is our i-Oyster! 


LYME Regis Development Trust is cur¬ 
rently journeying deeper into the depths 
of the digital world for this year's Fossil 
Festival. 

The trust is hoping to introduce a num¬ 
ber of new elements to the festival, to be 
held between May 4th to 6th, including 
new digital technologies. 

One digital element the trust is currently 
looking into is augmented reality (AR) on 
smart phones and blending this with the 
town's natural assets. 

Trust chief executive, Marcus Dixon, 
explained: "Lyme Regis has an amazing 
learning landscape, one of the most effec¬ 
tive natural teaching environments in the 
country. Our idea is to make the Jurassic 
Coast our 'classroom'. 

“The concept involves superimposing 
graphics over a real-world environment 
in real time. The route that we have cho¬ 
sen to accomplish this is via a system 
called Layar - already well established in 
the world of AR and open to new concep¬ 
tualisation. 

"There are plenty of AR apps available 
out there, you may even be familiar with 
them; from those that plan your walking 
route to those that tell you where the near¬ 
est fast food restaurant is located. How¬ 
ever, despite the upsurge in AR interest, 
there are almost none with an educational 
basis. This is a clear gap in the market. 

"AR is the perfect tool for encouraging 
individual learning. Many people are 
much happier learning at their own rate, 
with a more hands on/real life approach. 
Many people from urban areas find it dif¬ 
ficult to visualise the more 'natural' as¬ 
pects of science. 

“Although a guide may provide a more

personal touch, AR can be 
equally informative, if not more 
so! The infinite amount of knowl¬ 
edge that can be accessed in the 
future will be at the discretion of 
the individual. 

"Imagine walking along the 
beautiful beach at Lyme Regis 
and, as you hold up your smart 
phone, you can see the complex 
layers of geology superimposed 


on your view, turn and the sea 
depths and ledges are now clearly 
visible.

Wednesday 

February 22 2012 

view from news 

viewonline24/7 

viewfromonline.co.uk 



Medical centre: never again 


Lyme Matters

I N an interview 

with Marcus Dixon, 
this week (see page 
one), the Lyme Regis 
Development Trust 
supremo gives a 
thought-provoking and 
candid assesment of 
the recent troubles at 
the town’s medical cen¬ 
tre. 

He describes the “un¬ 
pleasant struggle” for 
control of the medical 
centre, which went on 
for 15 years and ended 
up in the High Court, 
resulting in Dr Ian 
Conway being given 


notice to quit the prac¬ 
tice, as “shocking” 
and that it “should 
never be allowed to 
happen again”. 

There is no doubt that 
the legal wrangle split 
the town for many 
months and proved to 
be greatly distressing 
for the key personali¬ 
ties involved and sup¬ 
porters on both sides. 

It was also a hugely 
worrying and uncer¬ 
tain time for the 80 peo¬ 
ple who work at the 
medical centre. 

In the end, Dorset 


NHS had no option but 
to appoint Dr Forbes 
Watson, who runs the 
Lyme Medical Practice 
at Kent House, to hold 
the fort whilst going 
through the process of 
appointing new opera¬ 


tors for the £4.5 million 
a year contract. 

It would seem that 
there is at least a period 
of stability at the centre 
whilst NHS Dorset plan 
for the future. 

The reason Mr Dixon 


has spoken out so 
strongly about the future 
of medical services in 
and around Lyme Regis 
is to encourage local peo¬ 
ple to make sure they 
have their say on how 
the medical centre is run 


in the future. 

There has already been 
a meeting between the 
Primary Care Trust and 
local bodies and now the 
public are being invited 
to a meeting on March 
8th to put forward their 
views and question NHS 
officials on their plans. 

Mr Dixon puts forward 
11 key issues which he 
believes the residents of 
Lyme should be calling 
for to ensure that people 
are put before profit. 

Mr Dixon rightly 
recognises that the med¬ 
ical centre is “a wonder¬ 
ful and unique asset to 
the town and surround¬ 
ing areas” but comments 
on the fact that little has 
been said publicly to 
date about the future 
and that “we seem to be 
sleepwalking into an un¬ 
certain future”. 

The people of Lyme, 
who own a chunk of the 
medical centre through 
the League of Friends, 
could have a big influ¬ 
ence on that future and 
that is why it is impor¬ 
tant that there is a good 
turn out at the public 
meeting on March 8th. 


EVENT OF THE WEEK...

LymeLetters 


■ I USUALLY take the view that there is nothing to be 
gained by loud-hailer “discussions” conducted via letters 
columns. However, just when I thought he and I were hav¬ 
ing a useful personal dialogue by email, Mr Mann has again 
publically insinuated that there is something distasteful 
going on between the town council, Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust and LymeForward and has asked for “full infor¬ 
mation to be put in front of the public about the 
organisational structure of LRDT, who’s who within that, 
and full details of its relationship with LRTC and Lymefor- 
ward.” (View From Lyme Regis, February 15th). 

Mr Mann also suggests that LRDT’s chief executive is 
funded by LRTC, and that LRTC are the sole funder of Ly¬ 
meForward. I would have corrected both statements had he 
asked me first. When considering whether to respond pub¬ 
licly, I feel I will be damned if I do (probably appearing to 
“protest too much”) and damned if I don’t (possibly appear¬ 
ing to have something to hide). However, here goes: 

1) There has never been any secret about LRDT’s struc¬ 
ture or its relationship with LRTC: I will endeavour as re¬ 
quested to describe this in a “calm and constructive 
fashion”. 

LRDT is a registered charity and a company limited by 
guarentee with annual returns available on the appropriate 
websites. It is governed by a board of trustees, elected at an 
AGM, with at least two standing for re-election each 
year. Currently, I am the chairman, supported by David 
Matthews as vice-chairman, Professor Hilton Davis, Martin 
Diplock, Margaret Rose and, too recently to be listed on the 
website, Annabelle Ransome-Williams, David Gale and 
Godfrey Thomas. Our chief executive is Marcus Dixon, our 
only full-time member of staff, whose salary has had no 
support from the town council for the last five 
years. Heather Prior looks after the office administration. 

Our aim, quite simply, is to try to make the improvements 
that people need or request that no other body seems to be 
responding to. The trust was set up in 1998 after a Planning 
for Real exercise conducted on behalf of the town council 
had revealed a need for a drop-in youth cafe and for an on¬ 
line learning centre. The town council did not have the 
human resource to make these projects happen, nor could 
they access some sources of funding which are open to only 
charities. Having set up both InSPARation and LymeNet, 
the trust has continued to make things happen for the ben¬ 
efit of the town and to bring as much funding to the town 
as we can - to date, over £lmillion. 


LymeNet is a wholly owned subsidiary company, man¬ 
aged (part-time) by Lucy Campbell and her very hard 
working team. 

When LRDT gained ownership of St Michaels Business 
Centre in 2006, we set up another wholly owned subsidiary 
company, LRDT Property Management Company, to man¬ 
age this and other properties. All profit is gifted to LRDT 
as core income to help cover our running costs. Diana 
Dixon manages our properties on behalf of this 
company, supported by board members Martin 
Diplock, David Gale, and Marcus Dixon. 

Since 2003, LRDT has held a service level agreement 
with WDDC to manage the Local Area Partnership (LAP) 
which goes under the name of LymeForward. In return for 
fulfilling the terms of this service level agreement, LRDT 
receives an annual grant from both WDDC and LRTC. 
These grants cover the (part-time) employment costs of the 
LAP co-ordinator Ellen Austin and some office support 
from Heather Prior, plus office costs, meetings, travel ex¬ 
penses, etc. and some project facilitation. 

To ensure that the work of the local area partnership is 
fully understood and integrated with the town council, the 
LymeForward meetings are chaired and minuted by the 
town council. Over recent years, myself and Ellen 
have been specified LymeForward attendees at the coun¬ 
cil’s Community Development Partnership meetings. The 
Mayor is a member of the LymeForward “steering group” 
(an informal support group to help the co-ordinator priori¬ 
tise her work and to share responsibility for the workload). 
From time to time, this steering group is joined by the town 
clerk and the Community Development Partnership chair¬ 
man for brief meetings to discuss how best to bring forward 
items to the council and LymeForward agendas. Surely 
such partnership working is to be commended as most 
likely to achieve results rather regarded as wrong in some 
way? 

2) Papers relating to the Jurassic Coast Studies Centre 
Project: When asked by Mr Mann if “the town council has 
seen documents which the community is not allowed to 


see”, I responded that I 
recognised that LRDT 
needed to keep people in¬ 
formed but that there was a 
limit to the number of times 
we could report that we were 
making progress and were 
currently seeking to establish 
if funding would realistically be available in the current cli¬ 
mate. But the answer to his direct question about the town 
council was no, they hadn’t seen any restricted papers, as 
there were no such documents. 

There is nothing clandestine going on here, and if we are 
guilty of not issuing constant press releases, it is not be¬ 
cause we are trying to ride rough-shod over public opinion. 


■ PLEASE forgive my reluctance to sign this piece. 

As a resident of Lyme, I am greatly heartened by peo¬ 
ple's attempts (through the pages of this publication) to 
eliminate pollution in the town. I refer to on-going de¬ 
bates about dog fouling, noise pollution from jet skis in 
the bay and recent moves to clean up the River Lim. 

However, I have yet to observe any expressed disquiet 
about the excessive day time pollution of our air caused 
by garden bonfires. 

Fires, principally ensuing from the edge of town, are a 
frequent spectacle, invariably sending their palls of 
smoke across town. Started by uncaring and inconsider¬ 
ate individuals, with apparent impunity, fires appear re¬ 
gardless of weather, time of day or wind direction. 

Importantly, they, the perpetrators, appear ignorant of 
the impact their actions are having upon others. Person¬ 
ally, I resent them smell, the unpleasantness associated 
with breathing in foul air, the curtailment of planned 
outdoor activities and the constant obliteration of pic¬ 
turesque views. 

What is it that these people are constantly burning? 
What are we breathing in? Why isn't there a by-law pre¬ 
venting day time fires (as I believe there to be in most 
other towns)? 

Current advice from our elected representatives sug¬ 
gests approaching these inconsiderate pyromaniacs to

genuinely enthusiastic about the economic 
benefits that such a partnership with the Natural History 
Museum and others would bring on an ongoing basis.

sports textile top cover¬ 
ings with painted legs. 
Furniture is bought from a 
variety of souces, auc¬ 
tions, boot fairs, fleamar- 
kets and sometimes sold 
on behalf of customers 
who are perhaps, down¬ 
sizing, for a commission. 
In rare cases, some bits of 
furniture are saved, liter¬ 
ally from ending up as 
landfill, so the green 
ethos of Claire's vision is 
carried throughout the 
shop.

• Following the demise of the Action Forum, LymeFor¬ 
ward organised an event to see what people wanted. As a 
result, a monthly Community Lunch Club has been set 
up 

• A Food Bank is being set up 

• A Befriending Scheme is soon to be launched, in co¬ 
operation with POPPs 

• Very few serious crime issues raised at PACT meet¬ 
ings 

• Successful campaign was run to install smoke alarms 

• Fire Service now judges Lyme Regis one of the safest 
areas 

• At least two of our churches are very involved with 
community 

Our Vision (unchanged): 

Whilst providing very high medical and social support to 
the permanently and incurably ill, we seek to maintain 
the general physical, mental and spiritual health of the 
population at the highest achievable level. We want 
everyone to be as healthy as possible whilst causing as 
little social burden as possible; and we want both visitors 
and residents to feel safe in Lyme Regis. 



If disaster should occur, we want to be confident that 
there will be a speedy and effective response from the ap¬ 
propriate emergency service, whether police, ambulance, 
fire, coastguard, or lifeboat. 

Our Aims (new number 4 added): 

HWA1: To ensure that residents and visitors are able to 
access health care 24 hours a day, and that all healthy liv¬ 
ing, preventative health measures and health care facili¬ 
ties are made available (previously “promoted”) to 
individual households. 

HWA2: To keep Lyme Regis safe for residents, visitors 
and businesses. 

HWA3: To ensure that community policing is respon¬ 
sive to local needs. 

HWA4: To ensure that no one feels isolated or lonely. 

Our New Objectives (which we hope to achieve in the 
next five years): 

HWOl: Help GPs and other health workers to understand 
local needs and thus ensure the provision of appropriate 
healthcare. 

HW02: Support the police to maintain low crime rates, 
making people safe and feel safer. 

HW03: Encourage the timely reporting of crime and 
antisocial behaviour, ensure the public are aware of the 
local police contacts. 

HW04: Support/promote opportunities for community 
interaction in general. In particular, consider the idea of 
“gossip/rest seats” around town; and how best to reach 
those who rarely leave their house. 

HW05: Continue to initiate schemes to help those most 


in need, such as the Food Bank, Credit Union. 

HW06: Ensure that key workers in Lyme Regis have 
access to affordable housing.

THERE was mixed fortunes 
for Bob Buckler's horses last 
week with Digger's Mate 

• showing that he may be the 
new star of the stable with a 
superb run in the Class 1 two 
mile Betfair Mobile For Best 
Prices Bumper at Newbury 
on Friday writes Stuart Broom. 

The four-year-old, making 
his racecourse debut, was the 
66-1 outsider in what Buckler 
described as "the strongest 
field there will be for a 
bumper race in the UK this 
l year'. 

A thrilled Buckler said: "He 
was very, very impressive; he 
is a serious horse! It was run 
at a good pace; it wasn't a last 
minute sprint; and to per¬ 
form as he did was brilliant. 

"He had six high class 
horses behind him, several of 
whom have won races this 
season. He learned an awful 
lot from it and ate up well 

• that evening. 

"It was an educational race 


for him, and we intended not 
to run him again this season, 
but we will wait to see how 
he reacts in recovery, and if 
we can find the right race, we 
may well give him another 
run. 

"He's a huge horse, the 
biggest I have trained, and he 
needs the right ground and a 
big, galloping track like New¬ 
bury, which will also attract 
better quality runners, but he 
certainly looked a very good 
prospect and could be an ex¬ 
cellent chaser for the future." 

The following day stable 
star The Sawyer produced 
another typical workmanlike 
performance in the Betfair 
Ascot Chase (Grade 1) at 
Ascot. 

The 100-1 rank outsider in 
a field of top class horses, the 
12-year-old did not have the 
pace to contest the finish, but 
in his inimitable style jumped 
immaculately and gave his all 
to finish sixth of eight and 


earn his owner almost £2000. 

"Age is beginning to catch 
up with him now, and it all 
went a bit too quick for him, 
and the ground was the bet¬ 
ter side of what he would 
have wanted. 

"However he put in a first 
class performance and kept 
galloping to the line," said 
Buckler. 

There was however disap¬ 
pointment for the stables 
two other runners, Ballye- 
gan and Saint Peray, who 
contested the BathwickTyres 
Bridgwater Handicap Chase 
over 3 miles one furlong at 
Wincanton, also on Saturday, 
where heavy rain put paid to 
their chances. 

"The ground turned horri¬ 
ble, really horrible,"said Buck¬ 
ler. "The frost had got into the 
top of the ground and lifted 
it a little bit, we then had tor¬ 
rential rain before the racing 
and that turned it really 
sticky. 


"Only four of the 11 run¬ 
ners finished, that's how the 
ground can affect the situa¬ 
tion. 

"When the top of the 
ground has been lifted by 
frost, any rain gets in to the 
ground much quicker. 

"Ballyegan's wind problem 
is obviously getting much 
worse; even with the tongue- 
tie fitted he was finding it dif¬ 
ficult; whilst Saint Peray does 
like the ground, although we 
knew that. 

"The problem was the 
weather was fine when we 
got there but the downpour 
turned the ground so quickly. 

"Ballyegan will not race 
again this season. If he is 
choking it is obviously hurt¬ 
ing him, and I don't want to 
disappoint him anymore. 

"If he had the operation 
now he would not be fit 
again until the season's end, 
so we will wait until the sum¬ 
mer."
